The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record fails to show or fairly suggest a furniture leg glide having the combination as 
claimed, including a hollow unitary body having an upper portion, a lower portion, a 
flexible coupling portion between the upper and lower portions, and an end cap at the 
end of the lower portion and a cavity extending from the upper portion to the end cap to 
support the furniture leg. Prior art further fails to show a furniture leg glide having a 
hollow body with a first end and a second end, a cavity between the ends, an end cap at 
the second end of the body, a first lip on the body proximate the first end and extending 
inwardly and upwardly for partially covering the cavity, and a second lip on the body 
proximate the first end opposite the first lip and extending inwardly and upwardly for 
partially covering the cavity.
